A Survey of California Junior College 
Libraries

There is a lack of current information 
available about California junior college 
library budgets and staffs. Such informa- 
tion is available from various sources, but 
not up to date enough to aid the librarian 
in the formulation of his budget for the 
coming year. This was the concensus of 
opinion of the librarians present at the 
1957 Spring Meeting of the Library Sec- 
tion of the Southern California Junior 
College Association. Therefore, all pres- 
ent agreed that the secretary of the Li- 
brary Section should prepare, and circu- 
late, a questionnaire during the fall se- 
mester of each year in order to obtain 
the desired information. All California 
junior colleges were to be included in 
the poll. The results of the returned 
questionnaires were to be compiled and 
sent, as soon as possible after the first 
of the year, to all junior colleges in the 
state. 

On November 4, 1957 two copies of a 
questionnaire, prepared by the secretary 
and 8 librarians, were sent to 67 Califor- 
nia junior college libraries. 


The contents of the 49 questionnaires 
that were returned are summarized below. 
In addition, certain apparent conclusions 
have been made from the compiled sta- 
tistics. 

The following library staff information 
was obtained because many of the li- 
brarians believed comparative informa- 
tion was needed to aid librarians in 
achieving higher standards with respect 
to faculty status, salaries, working hours 
and increased professional and _ non- 
professional help. 


I. CERTIFICATED LIBRARY STAFF: 
A. The status of the head librarians 


was reported as follows: as a member of 
the administrative staff in 3 schools; as a 
department head in 20 schools; as a co- 
ordinator in 1 school; as an instructor in 


23 schools; the Dean of General College 
Courses acting as the head librarian in 1 
school. 

B. Salary schedules for the various 
head librarians were reported as follows: 
on the administrative salary schedule in 
3 schools; on the coordinator level in | 
school; receives department head incre- 
ments in 3 schools; on an 114% month 
salary basis in 1 school; on the instruct- 
or’s salary schedule in 41 schools. Two 
schools indicated they pay for extra work 
at night at the rate of $4.00 and $5.00 
per hour respectively. 

C. Hours per work week for librarians 
were reported as follows: librarians work 
45 hours per week in 1 school; 40 hours 
per week in 15 schools; 3714 hours per 
week in 6 schools; 36 hours per week in 
2 schools; 35 hours per week in 18 
schools; 30 hours per week in 6 schools. 

D. Five schools indicated they have 
credentialed persons, who are not pro- 
fessional librarians, working as librarians. 
The hours they work range from 5 to 40 
hours per week in the 5 libraries. 


E. Twenty-four of the schools indi- 
cated librarians devote some of their time 
to audio-visual work. The range is from 
2 to 25 hours per week in the various 
libraries. 


II. NON-PROFESSIONAL LIBRARY STAFF: 

A. Clerical help: 44 schools indicated 
they have clerical help in the library. 
Only 10 of the schools indicated the 
number of full time clerical workers was 
greater than the number of full time 
librarians. Two of these 10 schools in- 
dicated the ratio of clerks to librarians is 
at least 2 to 1. In 3 schools the ratio of 
clerks to librarians is 1 to 4. The ma- 
jority of the schools have a ratio of about 
1 clerk to 1 librarian. 

B. Twenty-three schools indicated 
their clerical help devotes time to audio- 








visual duties. The range in the various li- 
braries is from 2 to 64 hours per week. 
Four of the schools have 40 or more hours 
per week of clerical help devoted to 
audio-visual duties. 

C. Student help: 38 schools indicated 
the use of paid student help in the li- 
brary. One school indicated the students 
receive credit but no pay. The range in 
the various libraries is 5 to 350 hours per 
week. Eighteen libraries indicated at least 
50 hours or more a week of student help. 


Rate of pay for students: The rate of 
pay for student help in the library was 
reported by the various schools as fol- 
lows: 7 schools have their rate of pay 
between $.75 to $1.00 per hour; 17 
schools pay $1.00 per hour; 6 schools 
have their rate of pay between $1.00 to 
$1.25 per hour; 8 schools pay over $1.25 
per hour. Six schools indicated a sliding 
wage scale. The minimum pay is $.75 per 
hour; maximum $1.49 per hour. One 
school indicated women are paid less than 
men. 


From the above information it is read- 
ily apparent there is a wide variance in 
personnel policies among the various 
junior colleges. In addition, although ap- 
proximately half the reporting schools 
afford the librarian a status higher than 
instructor, only a few of these schools 
pay a salary commensurate with the title. 
Another significant finding is the low 
ratio of clerks to librarians. The resulting 
consequences of this are obvious: first, 
by doing non-professional work, the li- 
brarian is forced to neglect the student 
who should be his primary concern; sec- 
ond, he is performing duties that could 
be done less expensively by a clerk or a 
paid student. 


III. LIBRARY HOURS: 


Many librarians expressed keen interest 
in the number of hours other librarians 
worked per week and also the number of 
hours the various libraries were open. 
They thought comparative information, as 
listed below, would be helpful when dis- 
cussing this subject with the administra- 
tion. 


A. Nights: Night hours for librarians 
were reported as follows: the library is 


open 4 nights a week in 27 schools; it is 
open 3 nights a week in 1 school; it is 
open 2 nights a week in 8 schools. None 
of the schools indicated their libraries 
are open on Friday night. 


B. Closing time at night: Closing time 
for the libraries were reported as follows: 
the library is open until 10 o'clock in 7 
schools; until 9:30 in 13 schools; until 
9:00 in 10 schools; until 8:30 in 3 
schools; until 8:00 in 1 school; until 7:00 
in 1 school. 


C. Saturday and Sunday: Only 1 
school indicated the library is open Satur- 
days and Sundays for 712 hours on each 
day. 


D. Librarian on duty nights: 23 of the 
36 schools open at night indicated a 
librarian is on duty at that time. 


The above information indicates there 
is a wide range in the number of hours 
the libraries are open and also the num- 
ber of hours a certified librarian is on 
duty. It is impossible to say, from the 
information available, what hours a li- 
brary should be open— faculty assign- 
ments, educational standards, and other 
available facilities are some of the many 
determining factors. However, it does 
seem reasonable to assume the services of 
a certificated librarian should be available 
to the students and faculty whenever the 
library is open. 


IV. BUDGET 


In discussing and comparing library 
finances and budgets of different schools, 
one very often runs into stumbling blocks 
in the form of different budget pro- 
cedures and the kind of figures available. 
To make precise comparisons of the vari- 


ous school library budgets would require 
charts and lengthy discussions, all of 
which are beyond the scope of this article. 
However, the information submitted does 
lend itself to an approximate per pupil 
book expenditure for many of the schools. 
For purposes of comparison the mini- 
mum book budget (books, periodicals, 
binding and supplies) for junior college 
libraries as adopted by the School Library

Association of California in November, 
1955 is quoted below: 


$6.00 for A.D.A. of 500 or under 
$5.00 for next 500 to 1,000 A.D.A. 
$4.00 for next 1,000 to 4,000 A.D.A. 
$3.00 for all A.D.A. over 4,000 


Of the 33 schools submitting sufficient 
data for analysis, only 14 have book 
budgets that meet the above standards. 
Amplifying this further—3 out of 4 
schools with an ADA of 500 or less, 3 
out of 4 schools with an ADA between 
500 and 1,000, 5 out of 14 schools with 
an ADA between 1,000 and 4,000, and 
3 out of 14 schools with an ADA over 
4,000 meet the standards quoted above. 


The above statistics indicate increased 
funds are in order for many libraries. Al- 
lowances, however, should be made for 
the older established libraries where the 
size and adequacy of the existing book 
collections should be taken into consid- 
eration. In addition, increased funds 
should be allotted the new libraries with 
small, inadequate book collections. 


V. STATISTICS 


Librarians were asked to list the fol- 
lowing information, covering a period of 
five years, on the questionnaire: indicate 
if stacks are open or controlled; list the 
total volumes in the library; list circula- 
tion statistics for outside library use, li- 
brary use and overall total circulation; 
list the book loss for each year. It was 
especially hoped that significant data 
would be given so that a comparison 
could be made between book loss with 
the open stack system and that of the 
closed or controlled stack system. How- 
ever, the data submitted does not warrant 
the formulation of conclusive findings. 


A. Open and controlled stacks: 4 
schools indicated closed or controlled 
stacks all five years. One school indicated 
a switch from open to closed stacks but 
did not indicate the book loss. Three 


schools indicated a switch from closed to 
open stacks. Of these three, one indicated 
a slight increase in book loss, the book 
loss in one almost doubled, and the book 
loss in the third almost quadrupled. The 


remaining schools indicated open stacks 
for the entire five years. It was significant 
that several of the schools with closed 
or controlled stacks in comparison with 
schools of like size with open stacks had 
an equivalent book loss. Fourteen schools 
did not give any information about book 
losses. 


B. Methods of inspecting students us- 
ing open shelves: The majority of the 
schools indicated that students leaving the 
library are not inspected or checked in 
any way. In some schools, the following 
inspection methods are used: 5 schools 
actually check each student before leav- 
ing the library; 4 schools do not allow 
brief cases or books in the stacks; 1 
school has a student check system; ap- 
proximately 4 schools indicated the stu- 
dents pass in front of the charging desk. 
Whether or not the above check systems 
are worthwhile is not readily apparent 
because most of the schools employing 
check systems had rather significant book 
losses. 


C. Circulation statistics: No significant 
comparisons or figures can be given con- 
cerning statistics because of the lack of 
uniformity and the small amount of in- 
formation submitted. Only 17 schools 
submitted fairly complete sets of statis- 
tics. Five schools did not list the number 
of volumes in the library. Nine schools 
had no circulation statistics—two of these 
stated emphatically that circulation statis- 
tics, in their opinions, were completely 
worthless. 


From the information in paragraphs A, 
B, and C above it is apparent that open 
stacks versus closed or controlled, stacks 
and the keeping of statistics are still 
subjects for debate. It was disappointing 
that more conclusive information, con- 
cerning book loss with open stacks as 
compared to book loss with closed or 
controlled stacks, was not available. Also, 
judging by the small number of schools 
submitting circulation statistics and the 
several adverse comments, the value of 
keeping circulation statistics could readily 
be questioned. 
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ACCREDITATION TEAMS 
RECOMMENDATIONS: 


Many of the librarians present at the 
discussions about the questionnaire 
thought a list of accreditation teams rec- 
ommendations would be helpful when 
making budget requests and also while 
preparing for accreditation team visits. 
Several of the following recommendations 
may appear obvious but were listed be- 
cause they were submitted by several li- 


brarians.

2. Instructors should make ideal 
lists, in their subject areas, that 
they would like to see added to 
the library — first, second and 
third choices should be indi- 
cated.

The library staff and committee 
should study means and meth- 
ods of: achieving an increase 
in student use of the stacks; a 
greater cooperation of the total 
faculty in increasing circula- 
tion; a more active interest on 
the part of the whole staff of 
the college in improving library 
resources from year to year; a 
more effective display of new 
books and current periodicals. 
4. Periodicals should be bound. 
5. The librarian as a professional 
person should have the author- 
ity to use his judgment in book 
purchases within budget limita- 
tions, providing proper admin- 
istrative procedures are fol- 
lowed. 


6. Avoid obsolescence and exces- 
sive duplication. 


7. Avoid centralized ordering be- 
cause of the resulting delay. 


Sincere appreciation is expressed to all 
librarians who participated in this survey. 
It is hoped the above information will be 
helpful to librarians in their future plan- 
ning. If as originally planned, this project. 
is continued from year to year and all 
California junior college libraries partici- 
pate, even greater benefits will be de- 
rived. 








Proposed Revision of Teacher Credentials

For the benefit of the SLAC members 
who do not belong to the California 
Teachers Association or to other profes- 
sional groups, where the proposed new 
plan of California credentialing has been 
discussed, this brief resume is presented, 
together with some questions which 
might be raised about the plan in gen- 
eral, and about its operation in an indi- 
vidual school or library. 


At the present time there are fifty-nine 
separate credentials, obviously an un- 
wieldy number, and in many cases partial 
duplication. The new Recommendations' 
provide a ‘licensure plan based on two 
teaching credentials and two advanced 
credentials. These four credentials are 
supplemented by a system of certificates 
for certain specific services necessary to 
the school program. Direct application 
for credentials is continued but with ad- 
ditional controls for personnel and pro- 
fessional adequacy.” 


These four credentials would consist of 
The General Teaching Credential which 
entitles a teacher to teach from kinder- 
garten to junior college and “should en- 
compass five years of undergraduate and 
graduate preparation, with the alterna- 
tive at the end of the bachelor’s degree, 
of electing either to continue the fifth 
year or to begin teaching and complete 
the equivalent of a fifth year within the 
ensuing five years The Vocational 
Teaching Credential {which| should be 
based upon the number of years of ex- 
perience required for journeyman or tech- 
nician status in a particular vocation plus 
a year of professional preparation de- 
signed to develop skill in teaching the 
trade .. . The Pupil Personnel Credential 
|which| should include a common core 
of preparation over the area of pupil per- 
sonnel work. It should be based upon suc- 
cessful teaching experience with oppor- 
tunities for majors in the fields of psy- 
chometry, psychology, school social work, 


and child welfare and attendance 

The Administration-Supervision Creden- 
tial {|which| should be based upon pos- 
session of a General or Vocational teach- 
ing credential. It should require a year 
of additional graduate work to prepare 
a teacher to function in the role of super- 
visor or administrator.”* 


“Each teacher, in addition, should have 
started toward the attainment of knowl- 
edge in a teachable content area or areas 
of his own interest, and have started to- 
ward becoming a specialist in understand- 
ing a particular age group of students.”* 

Although there will be only four cre- 
dentials for teachers, there are many peo- 
ple who, as a part of the school staff, 
must also have some sort of certification. 
School nurses are an example, as are 
also part-time instructors in highly spe- 
cialized fields, such as ceramists, bankers, 
teaching only one class. For people such 
as this, it is proposed that the licensing 
be provided by the “issuance of certifi- 
cates for services of persons . . . whose 
preparation has been outside the field of 
professional education. Certificates would 
care for adult education teachers not eli- 
gible for the general teaching credential. 
Also in the certificate plan would be 
placed professionally prepared personnel, 
currently licensed by the appropriate 
State agency, whose services are essential 
to instruction in the public schools but 
who are not involved in teaching.” 

With any change in an existing system 
of accreditation there are questions which 
arise and details to be clarified. A few 
teachers, librarians, and administrators 
have been queried, by this writer, con- 
cerning questions they might have about 
the effects of this proposed plan. Some 
of them are presented herewith. 

What can be done about misassign- 
ment? This is a question which appears 
to be occuring very often. Misassignment 
is possible now with a Genéral Secondary 
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Credential. A teacher, with an English 
background, could be, and sometimes is, 
assigned to teach algebra or physical edu- 
cation. The proposal plan has provided 
that “local adequacy in assignment may 
best be measured by a process of accredit- 
ing the local school program . . . Teach- 
ers themselves can assume more responsi- 
bility for properly staffing elementary 
and secondary schools. A teacher who 
willingly accepts a teaching assignment 
outside his area of competence is as much 
in error as the staff member administer- 
ing the assignment. It is conceivable that 
local teachers associations’ personnel 
standards committees, could be valuable 
supplements to the accreditation process 
in determining adequacy of teacher 
placement.”* The responsibility and ap- 
propriateness of assignment thus rests 
with the local districts. 


Is there a need for a fifth year for ele- 
mentary teachers? The expense of train- 
ing might be lessened, and the subject 
knowledge deficiencies better corrected by 
the local in-service courses which are tai- 
lored to a school system’s own needs. Do 
in-service courses in general conflict with 
the proposed fifth year? 

What about the special training for 
librarians, music teachers, physical educa- 
tion teachers, etc? As it is now, special 
credentials, if carried to the extreme, place 
the employment availability upon the ac- 
crediting agency instead of on the local 
system which sometimes may not be able 
to employ the teachers best suited for the 
work. Teachers of the mentally retarded 
furnish one good example. 


Will part-time teachers who will oper- 
ate under the proposed new certificates 
be downgraded? Or will the profession 
be strengthened by the distinction? 


How and where will out-of-state train- 
ing, particularly in relation to the fifth 
year be evaluated? The recommendation 
will be that the Credentials Office review 
the preparation of candidates. 

How will it affect the adequacy of 
training librarians? We are now suffer- 
ing from a great shortage of professional- 
ly trained librarians. This means that in 
some cases a teacher, serving as a librar- 





ian, will lack sufficient background in 
children’s and young adults’ literature, 
and a knowledge of elementary library 
techniques. 

Can a teacher education program, 
which prepares for a single credential 
authorizing a person to teach from kin- 
dergarten through grade 14, provide the 
degree of specialization required in dif- 
ferent subject areas and at different grade 
levels? 

If the administrator is responsible for 
proper assignment of teacher personnel, 
how can he determine the qualifications 
of each candidate? Is his office equipped 
to determine what college majors and 
courses from a variety of colleges actually 
mean? 


If students have the option of becom- 
ing teachers at the end of a four year 
Liberal Arts program, will this mean that 
the public schools carry additional re- 
sponsibility for helping beginning teach- 
ers? Will additional help be furnished 
districts (or the colleges) so that this 
help can be given to apprentice teachers? 

The above is only the briefest presen- 
tation of the major provisions in the new 
plan which has not yet been adopted. 
Discussion groups are being held 
throughout the State. “Widespread circu- 
lation of its report is urged by the Com- 
mittee so that those affected by the rec- 
ommendations may study and react to 
them. The complete report details sources 
of inadequacy in the State’s present cer- 
tification system.”* The Final Report* of 
the Committee is available from the office 
of the local CTA headquarters.

UC Purchases the Ogden 
Library 


The University of California acquired, 
recently, the 60,000 volume library of the 
late C. K. Ogden, known as the originator 
of “Basic English.” The collection was 
purchased, upon the recommendation of 
Lawrence Clark Powell, Librarian of 
UCLA, and the Library Council of the 
University, whose secretary is Donald 
Coney, Berkeley campus librarian. The 
purchase price paid to the Ogden estate 
was $100,000. 

The Ogden collection is rich in lin- 
guistics, philosophy and __ psychology; 
strong in literature and history, and con- 
tains materials on Shakespeare, Bacon, 
Kant, Defoe, Hardy and Montaigne. Im- 
portant works of Galileo, Newton and 
other early scientists are included. A no- 
table feature of the Ogden library is a 
large collection of dictionaries and en- 
cyclopedias—said to the the largest ever 
assembled by one scholar in a personal 
collection. It includes the first edition of 
the Encyclopedia Britannica and rare 16th 
and 17th century English dictionaries. 

The collection, now in England, will 
be crated in 600 packing cases and 
shipped to the University of California in 
the near future.

The Regents of New York State created the Division of School Libraries and 
appointed the first school library consultant in 1904. By 1952, twenty-five states had 
established similar services. 

The predominant pattern, for the location of school library consultant, shows the 
supervisor to be a member of the state department of education, and reporting to 
the director or chief of the divesion, or of the bureau of instructional materials and 
supervision.
